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Pope makes ‘missionary’ trip to Africa

Announcing that he was making a ‘‘great missionary 
journey,’’ Pope John Paul II preached a message of 
evangelism and human rights on the first half of his 
12-day trip to Africa. - 

Beginning Aug. 8 in Togo, a nation slightly smaller 
than West Virginia, the pope visited four nations in seven 
days, urging bishops to lead a new evangelization, 
challenging families to combat an anti-life mentality and 
condemning apartheid, South Africa’s system of racial 
segregation. 


_ “IT IS deplorable to see that a system of apartheid is 
still being prolonged,”’ the pope said Aug. 12 in a speech 
to Cameroon President Paul Biya and the country’s 
diplomatic corps in Yaounde. 


‘‘Through harsh repression, it goes on creating too 
many victims and tramples upon an elementary human 
right,’’ he said. 


The previous day, Pope John Paul spoke of apartheid 
in unscheduled remarks at the end of his Angelus blessing 
in Yaounde. 


HE SPOKE of ‘‘my profound pain, my disquiet, my 
prayer’ concerning the ‘“‘fresh, bloody confrontations 
which have developed over these recent days in South 
Africa and which worry all Africa and the entire world.”’ 


South Africa was not on the pope’s seven-nation 
agenda, but in the week preceding his remarks, at least 65 
people had died in renewed racial strife there. 

During his Aug. 8-10 visit to Togo, the pope told 11 
newly ordained priests that ‘‘the missionary horizon is not 
limited to your country,”’ 


“IT IS NECESSARY to carry the Good News to men 
and women of all Africa, of the whole world,’’ he said at 
the ordination Mass.

SAN DIEGO — Women’s different approach to 
decision-making can create a more ethical climate in 
society, Sister Magdalen Coughlin, CSJ, said during a 
panel discussion at USD’s Manchester Conference 
Center Aug. 8. 


She and two other panelists spoke on ‘‘Ethics in the 
Eighties: How Women Can Make a Difference,’’ one of 
the topics addressed at the two-day International 
Conference on Women and Organizations. 


‘“‘PSYCHOLOGISTS AND theorists agree that 
women are naturally more concerned with people, and 
men...with objects,’’ he said. 


The panelist based some of her concepts on Carol 
Gilligan’s book, In a Different Voice. Women’s tendency 
to ‘‘act more out of caring than of justice that goes by a 
rule or code...has led to the stereotypical allegation’’ that 
their decisions are based on emotion and sentiment. 
Gilligan, a psychologist at Harvard University, maintains 
that caring can be ‘“‘hardheaded and tough,’’ the 
president of Mount St. Mary College, Los Angeles, said.

and consecrated the cathedral at Abidjan, the country’s 
largest city. He had blessed the cornerstone of the 
cathedral in 1980, during his first trip to Africa. 


From Ivory Coast, the pope flew to Cameroon, a 
country a little larger than California. There he spent 
nearly four days, the longest stay in one country. 


POPE JOHN Paul told Cameroon’s bishops Aug. 13 
that they must lead a new evangelization of their country 
to combat modern problems, such as growing 
secularization. 


He warned the bishops that faith too often remains at 
an ‘‘elementary stage’’ and that various sects can easily 
profit from people’s religious ignorance. 

Speaking to the country’s intellectuals, he asked 
forgiveness for Christian nations who have traded African 


slaves. 


“IN THE COURSE of history, some people 
belonging to Christian nations’’ have not always acted as 
Christians, he said. 


‘‘We ask pardon from our African brothers for their 
actions,’’ he said. 


‘From Cameroon, the pope flew to Central African 
Republic Aug. 14, where he appealed to the country’s 
Catholics to ‘‘extend the evangelization so well begun.”’ 


THE POPE spent six hours in the nation which is 
slightly smaller than Texas. Catholic groups are involved 
in a number of development projects in the country, and 
the pope mentioned some of these in a homily during a 
Mass on Bangui’s Avenue of the Martyrs. 


He also said Christians in public office must serve 
‘‘without accepting favoritism, intolerance between 
ethnic groups (or) corruption.”’ 


The pope had addressed the theme of serving ‘‘the 
common good”’ several times during his trip. 


She continued to contrast different decision-making 
styles of men and women. ‘‘Women’s self-image is one of 
connectedness; men see themselves as separate.’’ Viewing 
themselves, others and all of reality “‘in relationships and 
in context,’? women are ‘‘willing to work a long time’”’ 
toward reaching consensus. Men, on the other hand, “‘see 
themselves as autonomous’ and are more “‘willing to deal 
with a win-lose situation.”’

IN CAMEROON, the pope told diplomats he shared 
some government officials’ concern for the ‘‘common 
good,”’ but that national dignity ‘‘first of all presupposes 
true national independence.”’ 


“It is to be hoped that those which are not yet 
independent.— I am particularly thinking of Namibia — 
shall become so without delay,’’ he said.

Let your partner know you recognize that there is a problem and will stand by as 
long as he/she will take positive steps towards resolving it.

Sometimes they feel very alone 


Twelve villages and two projects that call for a very special and 
courageous effort are part of the St. Theresa Mission of Zambia, in 


south central Africa. 


The village of the blind, with 60 families, is directed by the 
Franciscan Missionary Sisters of Assisi. There are about 150 
undernourished children there. And not too far away is the village of 
the lepers, which houses 70 adults and 100 children. 

Father Lanfranco Serrini, minister general of the Franciscan 
Conventuals, recently visited the villages and spent time with the 
lepers. He said it is ‘‘very naive to say that lepers are easy to cure. 
Often you hear people say that a few hundred dollars would be 
sufficient to cure a leper. Would to God it were so!”’ 

He described the work of the Sisters as ‘‘marvellous’’ and the 
results ‘‘out of all proportion to the needs and vastness of the 


problem.’’ 


In this area, as in many underprivileged parts of the world, ‘‘in 
addition to giving momentary and always sporadic help,”’ said the 
minister general, ‘‘the world must become convinced of the 
necessity of working for the human, social elevation of the people.”’ 


Missionaries sometimes feel very ‘‘alone’’ in their concern for the 
plight of these people. They need our support — prayerful and 


financial.

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So. African bishop visits; ‘let down’ by P.W. Botha

OLD TOWN — A South African bishop visited San 
Diego recently and said an Aug. 15 hard line speech by 
the prime minister of his country was a “‘let down.”’ 


‘‘T had seriously hoped that (P.W.) Botha would begin 
the process of negotiations with white moderates and 
black leaders, but it appears that Botha is more worried 
about the right wing of his own party,’’ Bishop Michael 
Rowland, OFM, said. 


HIS REACTIONS were part of an interview with 
Southern Cross at the rectory of Bishop Rowland’s 
longtime friend, Msgr. Patrick Kearney, pastor of 
Immaculate Conception Church here. The bishop of 
Dundee, Republic of South Africa, was on the last leg of a 
two-month ‘‘begging tour,’’ which has taken him across 
the United States. ‘‘With all that’s been happening,”’ he 
said, ‘‘I am very anxious to get home. 


“The Diocese of Dundee is very new and I was named 
bishop when it was formed three years ago. It is a very 
rural area, to the east and south of Johannesburg, and 
takes in an area about the size of New Jersey. We have 
60,000 Catholics, most of whom are black. People are 
poor there, unemployment is high and resettlement has 
had a tremendous impact on us.”’ 


Forced resettlement is the South African government’s 
policy of relocating blacks, moving them from what are 
euphemistically called “‘black spots in white areas.”’ 
Hundreds of thousands of blacks have been moved from 
their homes and sent to designated resettlement areas. 
They are offered no recompense for their homes and there 
are no dwellings waiting for them when they arrive in 
their new area. 


A PROTEST by the Catholic bishops in 1968 moved 
the government to provide some toilets and plumbing in 
these areas, and in some cases corrugated iron shacks, but 
the displaced are still without electricity. 


‘Resettlement has been a cause of havoc among the 
people and thus within the Church, too,’’ Bishop 
Rowland said. ‘‘When the people move, or in some cases 
are taken away, they move away from their churches and 
schools and clinics. The place in which they are resettled 
has none of these facilities. We have left behind 15 
churches because of resettlement and have been given no 
reimbursement. 


‘“Moreover, we now need to provide new churches and 
schools in the resettled areas. One resettlement area, on 
the northern border of the diocese, is called Kangwane. 
At least 200,000 blacks have been resettled in Kangwane. 


‘““WE ARE trying to help these people deal with their 
keen sense of loss and help them build up a sense of 
community. When able, we help them to build new 
homes. Above all, it is important for the people to know 
that the Church is with them during this terrible 
experience. 


“‘T have been in South Africa for 30 years,’’ the soft- 
spoken bishop said, ‘‘and I have fought apartheid for 30 
years. Many good people on both sides are working to 
end this system of injustice and I myself have seen 
significant progress in 30 years. For one thing, the 
Church has been battling apartheid on all fronts. One 
third of our bishops are black. Our seminaries are all 
integrated, as are our schools. 


‘‘All Catholic schools were integrated in the early 
1970s, and that was done in defiance of the law. The 
people understand what we are doing and that is one 
reason we are the fastest growing church among blacks 
and one reason our seminaries are as full as they have 
ever been.”’ 


BISHOP ROWLAND thinks South Africa’s problems 
are not. unique, as some might believe. He sees the basic 
cause to be the fear of those who are different. This fear is

Local Serran named to international board

SAN DIEGO — A member of the San Diego Serra 
Club has been elected to the Serra International Board of 
Trustees. 

Jim Carpenter was elected to the board last month by 
delegates at the Serra International convention in New 
York City. He will serve on the 15-member group for two 
years. 


AS A TRUSTEE, Carpenter will develop policies for 
the international organization and serve as a liaison 
between the board of trustees and local Serra clubs. 

More than 15,000 Catholic laymen in 31 countries are 
in Serra International. Members meet in individually 


chartered clubs of 25 or more to promote vocations to the ~ 


priesthood and develop lay leadership in the Church. 


The group’s board of trustees meets four times a year to 
discuss policy and attempt to ‘‘standardize what’s going 
on’’ in Serra clubs worldwide, Carpenter said. 


TRUSTEES ARE also assigned to one of three 
committees — membership, vocations and programs, 
Carpenter explained. He was appointed to the 
membership committee. - 


By increasing Serra Club membership, Carpenter 
; hopes to increase vocations. 
‘‘Our primary concern is 
fostering vocations.”’ 


The ‘‘vocations problem 
is bigger than ever,’’ he 
said. The pope has said the 
lack of vocations is ‘‘the 
most serious problem”’ 
today. The pope also said 
“it’s every layman’s duty to 
do something about’’ the 
vocations shortage. 


“T FEEL the average 
| Catholic doesn’t give the 
problem of vocations the 
attention it deserves,’’ 
Carpenter said. Serra clubs 
give people the opportunity 
the problem.

“*to do something about”’ 
“There are so many clubs doing wonderful things with 
missionaries’? and other needy groups ‘‘but without 
priests’’ there will be no Masses, he predicted. 
‘‘Five or ten years down the road’’ parishes will not 
have the ‘‘luxury’’ of having three priests on staff unless 
vocations are increased, he said. 


‘““<CATHOLICS NEED to give vocations the priority it 
deserves.”’ He tells men to ‘‘be more than good 
Catholics...be a Serran.”’ 


When he addresses Sunday Mass congregations about 


the Serra Club, he explains that the solution to the © 


vocation’s shortage ‘‘starts with prayer.” 
He encourages individuals to ‘“‘go to an extra Mass one 


day a month”’ to pray for vocations. Since he and other 


Serrans began the Sunday Mass speaking engagements, 
‘5 000 people have signed up to pray for vocations,”’ 
Carpenter said. 

‘“©YOU’VE GOT to be a missionary within the Church 
about the problem of vocations. Don’t sit back and wait 
for someone else to do it.’ 


comparatively small number of whites. 


“If there were only 20 million whites in the United 
States and 500 million blacks, you would have a 
numerical situation like ours. Some whites are desperately 
afraid. 


“‘There is also a theological and religious underpinning 
to this racism. The Dutch Calvinism, which is the religion 
of the Afrikaners, maintains that it is sinful to mix the 
races. It is a very stern and uncompromising religion 
which affects all parts of South African life.’’ Two of the 
many examples the bishop gave were that no advertising 
is permitted on South African television on Sundays, nor 
are professional sporting events permitted on the 
Sabbath. 


‘WITHIN THE framework of this Old Testament 
type of thinking, the government decision to permit 
interracial marriage was looked upon as revolutionary by 
some. Others, especially blacks, thought it of no 
consequence.’ 


With the sanctified stubbornness of many in South 
Africa, Bishop Rowland thinks that ‘‘the imposition of 
sanctions is less likely to move South Africans than the 
approach of the Reagan administration. American firms 
following the Sullivan principles have already done a 
great deal for the blacks of South Africa. In particular, 
they have aided the growth of unionism among the blacks. 


“T know that violence is not an answer to this 
problem,’’ the bishop said, ‘‘but there are those who 
would like to see economic chaos in South Africa to force 
a bloody revolution. There is still time to avoid the worst, 
which is why I am disappointed at Botha’s tough speech. 
There is tremendous good will on the part of blacks, but 
this is being eroded by the government, by economic 
depression and by factionalism. 


“FOR THE future, I am afraid that I foresee the 
government taking a tougher line on the Catholic 
Church. I hate to think that all this will develop into an 
armed confrontation. If that does happen, the whites will 
be able to hold on for a while, but they will lose. It would 
be the worst blood bath Africa has seen.”’ 


The Catholic bishops of South Africa have asked all 
people of goodwill to pray daily for peace in South Africa. 
“‘T would deeply appreciate it if the people would pray the 
Peace Prayer of St. Francis every day,’’ Bishop Rowland 
said, ‘‘for peace for my people.’’

council representatives has been organized by the 
Diocesan Pastoral Council. 


The Sept. 14 convocation called by the DPC will 
‘celebrate the many gifts that the laity have shared so

‘the future,’’ said Tom Spencer, DPC chairman. The 


DPC is an advisory board which consults with Bishop 
Maher. 

LAY DPC MEMBERS presented the idea of 
gathering lay leaders of the more than 90 diocesan 
parishes. Bishop Leo T. Maher received the idea 
positively, saying, ‘‘(When) called upon to assume 
greater responsibility in areas of administration, counsel 
and ministry, (the laity) have responded with dedication, 
enthusiasm and zeal.”’

THEY SHOULD te encouraged to seek high-level 
positions, Sr. Magdalen said. If enough attain this goal, 
‘perhaps peace could be a possibility. What difference 
would it make if we had a woman Secretary of State?’’ 


Theodora Wells, president of a communication and 
management consulting firm in Beverly Hills, stated that 
“women have much to offer’ in the ‘‘changing climate of 
ethics.” 


The past 13 years have seen executives facing increased 
risks in decision-making, she said, citing lawsuits against 
corporations such as General Dynamics, General Electric 
and E. F. Hutton. Many businesses have difficulties 
stemming from ‘‘ethical issues regarding life and death, 
affirmative action, product safety, toxic waste’’ and 
nuclear weapons, she said. 


WELLS CLAIMED that more women do not attain 
‘“‘higher positions in organizations because when moral 
issues are involved, men are afraid women will ‘rat’ on 
them.’’ Anyone using a ‘‘whistle-blowing’’ approach to 
question the ethics of higher-level personnel will be fired, 
she said. 


Most ethical issues today revolve around ‘‘who is going 
to win and who is right, rather than what results are 
desired to yield some kind of gain for everybody 
involved,’’ she said. These gains should enhance people’s 
‘‘self-esteem, particularly in their being able to live in

It is ‘‘morally irresponsible’’ not to ‘‘follow through”’ 
after accepting a chairmanship if the program fails or if 
someone else has to do the job, she said. 


Probable consequences of executing ‘‘morally 
responsible actions’’ include a ‘‘sense of self-worth and 
character strength,’’ she said. Unethical conduct can 
result in feelings of guilt, ‘‘loss of self-esteem and a 
damaged reputation.’’

Saintly justice 


Even though it falls on Sunday this year, Aug. 25 is the feast of 
my patron saint, Louis IX of France. I’ve always been grateful 
that I was given a saint’s name, rather than having been named 
“Tab”’ or ‘‘Darth’’ or some other monosyllabic title. For one 
thing, I’ve always enjoyed having a feast day. For another, my 
name has given me a reason to find out a little bit about someone 
whom the Church thinks is worthy of emulation. 


Louis [IX was unusual for several reasons. For one, he was 
born to the throne of France. For another, his mother was a 
saint, later known as St. Blanche of Castile. Not bad for getting 
off to a good start! 


Louis proved what he was made of, however, as time went on. 
While still an adolescent, Louis’ father died and the youngster 
was confronted with the world of power politics. He developed a 
style of leadership which combined strength, compassion, and 
above all, a keen sense of justice. As you might expect, he was 
also very pious, but this didn’t keep him from telling the pope to 
mind his own business a few times when the pope needed to be 


told. 


In those days, the King functioned as the Supreme Court for 
his domain. Louis gained a reputation for being a fair judge and 
no respector of persons. For this reason, he was invited by Henry 
III of England to mediate a dispute among the barons. The 
judgment given was fair and there was peace for a while longer. 


Louis saw one of his most important duties to be the care of the 
poor. (What a shame that more rulers do not share his view.) 
Care for the poor not only meant seeing to their immediate 
needs, it also meant that the poor were to be given justice as well 
as charity. In case after case, the rights of the poor were 
vindicated. 


Writing his last testament to his son, Louis gave the advice 
which he himself had followed for a lifetime: ‘‘Be just towards 
your subjects; in matters of justice adhere to the line, departing 
neither to the right nor to the left. Incline your ear to the poor 
man’s side rather than to the rich man’s, until you are certain 
where the truth lies.’’ 


I have no idea whether the saint’s son followed the advice. But 
imagine the change that would take place in our own system of 
justice if, indeed, we inclined our ears to the poor people’s side 
until we were certain where the truth lies. 


If one of the functions of the law is to teach the value of justice, _ 


then maybe more people should read the life of St. Louis. Any 
layperson who has been in a court of law recently would probably 
be hard pressed to tell exactly what happened. Of course, more 
than likely, nothing happened: the case was simply continued. 


I should be careful to state, with all humility, that I am looking 
at the system from the outside. I am neither.a lawyer, nor do I 
have a fine sense of the legal process. But, then, isn’t the law for 
such people as me? Such people as me look long and hard, and if 
we are unfortunate enough to watch ‘‘the system’’ at work, we 
come away confused and angry. 


There is certainly no preferential option for the poor in 
America’s legal system. People of property and standing rarely 
sit in jail; they pay their bail and walk. The wealthy and well- 
educated can retain their own lawyer and sit in an office and get 
attention. The poor are given an attorney who meets with them 
in the halls of the courthouse a few minutes before trial. In some 
cases, which I have witnessed, the court-appointed attorney 
continually refers to the client by the wrong name! 


Poor people, who are frequently the victims of crime, are 
treated shabbily when they appear in court. If anyone 
understands the legalese spoken downtown, the poor certainly 
don’t. Very little effort is made to render the process 
comprehensible. One gets the impression that the court is for the 
bench and the lawyers, not the people. They have come to be 
served, not to serve. 


If the courts are not geared for the common person, neither are 
the fees. People-and even companies and institutions now ‘‘settle 
out of court”’ for the simple reason that it is cheaper. There was a 
time when one assumed that you only settled out of court when 
_ you were guilty as charged. That time is gone. Now one settles 
when the insurance company tells one to settle. 


The system is not working. We are not receiving justice and 
respect for the law is not being taught to the people. A teen ager 
who steals a VCR goes away for incarceration; a company which 
steals millions of dollars is given a small fine. Criminals are on 
the streets and their victims are at home, behind bars and triple- 
locked doors. Capital punishment is only for those who have no 
capital. The young, the old, the poor and the rich have little 
respect for the courts and the law. 


It is much easier to urge change upon an individual than a 
system. Systems have a life of their own and individuals ‘“‘get 
along by going along.”’ I am sure that the many good and just 

people working within the legal system are as frustrated as 
everyone else. Certainly Chief Justice Warren Burger is, and has 
made no secret of it. I hope that they can turn their collective 
efforts to improving the quality of justice — or at least 
diminishing the injustice — in the present system.

“Puttin’ on the Ritz” 


The following is inspired by a story which my confrere, 
Margaret, has shared at numerous training sessions for Special 
Ministers of the Eucharist. Inevitably the question arises from 
the floor, ‘‘What should we wear?’’ And over the years we have 


. developed this response: ‘‘Dress as if you were going to brunch at 


the Hotel del Coronado.’’. 


In view of all the publicity that the new Ritz Carlton Hotel in 
Orange County has received of late, I’d like to go one step 
further. Might I suggest that we all ask ourselves when selecting 
our wardrobe for Sunday Mass, ‘‘Would I wear this to brunch at 
the Ritz Carlton?” 


Viewed from the other side of the altar, it would seem that a 
growing minority in the pews have bought into the myth of 
“‘California casual’’ lock, stock and barrel. I know that some will 
counter, “‘You should be glad the people are there at all,’’ and I 
am. It’s just that I have this nagging suspicion that how we 
present ourselves publicly (and our dress is very much a part of 
this presentation) speaks volumes about how we feel about 
ourselves on the inside and how much we value what we are 
doing. 

There is an old Latin proverb which translates, ‘Concerning 
taste there can be no dispute.’’ All this means is that the shirt or 
skirt that sends one person into ecstasy is an agony for someone 
else. Clothes are very much an expression of our individuality 
and therein lies their beauty. Far from trying to legislate vesture 
(although it’s done in some establishments far less ‘‘pricey’’ than 
the Ritz — ‘‘No shirt, no shoes, no service’) — I am merely 
sounding the call for a bit of self-discipline and self-monitoring. 
What I am asking for is that a// of us (and this includes the clergy) 
take a long, hard look in the mirror before leaving the house for 
Mass..As you look, with as objective an eye as possible, ask 
yourself, ‘‘Would I wear this to the. Ritz Carlton for brunch?’’

When they are 
envisioned as an enrichment, a means to fit us to serve 
God and other people better, they are raised from the

In John’s Gospel, Jesus tells His disciples, “‘It is the 
spirit that gives life, the flesh has nothing to offer.’’ It is a 
message that seems unacceptable to much of our 
entertainment and communications media these days! 
The ‘‘flesh’’ and all that can be taken to imply, is surely 
our modern idolatry and there are few of us who do not, 
one way or another, pay homage at its shrine. ‘“The 
words I have spoken to you are spirit and they are life,”’ 
He goes on. 


JESUS WOULD NOT be surprised at the hedonism of 
our day. He had considerable difficulty in His own day 
persuading people to listen to the spirit of the words He 
spoke to them and accept it. He knew even His chosen to 
be far from men of the spirit when He picked them. They, 
like us today, were familiar with the materialism and self- 
absorption of their time and so were not really aware of 
how it contradicted the true nature of mankind, until 
Jesus repeatedly pointed it out....Indeed, even until the 
coming of the Holy Spirit.

It can’t be done 


IT WON’T WORK. It’s not a proper activity for a 
church. It might work but I don’t want to be involved. It 
will draw a class of people we don’t want. It might work so 
let’s try it. It’s a fine idea; let’s give it a try. 

How we react tells us a lot about ourselves and our 
category of thinking. According to psychotherapist 
Richard Fowler of the Judson Family Institute in St. 
Paul, only 40 percent of us can think abstractly. That is, 
we can envision something that hasn’t already been tried 
and proven. We’re the ones who are apt to respond, 
Habe t Sathyeibae: 

The other 60 percent of us think concretely. That is, we 
can’t envision anything new as workable until it’s already 
been tried and found successful. Then it is concrete and 
we’re willing to go with it. 

Therefore, according to Fowler, all progress begins 
with abstract thinkers who are also riskers. Concrete 
thinkers value security over risk. ‘‘It can’t be done”’ is a 
reaction of concrete thinkers, and one we tend to reach for 
when a risker comes up with a new idea. 


We live in a wondrous country revealed to Europe by 
Columbus. But in 1490, a commission formed by Queen 
Isabella and King Ferdinand to report on the feasibility of 
Columbus’ plans to sail west to find a shorter route to the 


Are there good reasons for gol 


A number of people these days, and they are not all 
young people by any means, say that they don’t go to 
church because they can find God better in other 
situations. They maintain that they have a deeper sense of 
God when they go alone to the beach or to the mountains 
or when they simply quietly reflect at home. 


I am not prepared to deny that these people can and do 
feel closer to God in such circumstances. Their reason for 
not going to church, however, does not take into 
consideration some very important truths. 


TO BEGIN with, although God is present everywhere 
at all times He has chosen to make the sacrifice of His son 
a reality for us again only through the Eucharist, the 
Mass. The Eucharist is the sacrament, the effective sign, 
of the death and the resurrection of Jesus Christ. The 
death and the resurrection of Jesus Christ are the central 
events of all human history, and so the Eucharist is to be 
the central event of our lives. 


Moreover, God the Father has chosen to nourish us 
spiritually through the body and the blood of His son, a 
form of nourishment which cannot be found in private 


prayer, however intense it may be. 


And there is more. God wants us to relate to Him both 
individually and as a community, both as we are separate 
persons and as we are members of a family. Private 
prayer is necessary to express one relationship we have 
with God. On Sunday God wishes His family to gather 
together as a community of faith and worship. Refusing 
to share with the community at Mass is like the member 
of a family who rejects a family celebration to do his own 
thing. Without him the family is incomplete and misses 
him and he has failed to make a desired contribution to 
the well-being of the entire family. 


ALL OF us need balance in our prayer. For some 
people the only time that they pray is when they come to 
church on Sunday. If they participate fully in the Mass 
they express their family relationsip with God but they do 
not fulfill their identity as individuals. Those who pray 
only privately neglect the expression of their identity as 
members of God’s family. 


Such necessary balance requires effort. Besides making 
the time to participate in Sunday Mass, we desperately 


attitudes are. After 2000 years, we have progressed not 
very far from the ‘‘sinful’’ world Jesus came to redeem. 
All the Christians through all the years since who have 
been called to redeem the world in His name have not 
really accomplished all that much more. 


It is not that we don’t receive and understand what 
Jesus called us to, but that its moral demand is so hard for 
us to accept. It is not the intellectual acceptance of Jesus 
as the divine authority and surrender to Him that 
presents the problem, but our reluctance or inability to 
meet the high moral standards that surrender demands. It 
is not in the challenge to our minds or hearts that we fail, 
but in the challenge to the way we live our lives. The 
challenge to radical change through self-surrender. 


FOR CHRISTIANS, the dilemma is Peter’s. He, too, 
may have been moved to leave Jesus when He spoke those 
hard-to-accept words when He referred to Himself as the 
bread of life, but, ‘‘Where could we go? You have the 
words of eternal life.’” We know His is the way we must 
follow to fulfill our destiny as children of God. We know 
that only through His way can we become the fully 
human beings God designed us to be. The way is hard, 
but where else can we go? 


The Christian life is neither theory nor philosophy, it is 
the response that Peter gave — intensely personal, wrung 
from heartfelt love, acknowledging risk of pain, but a 
response that, in love, we cannot help but give. 


Indies reported the voyage was impossible because: ‘‘A 
voyage to Asia would require three years. The Western 
Ocean is infinite and perhaps unnavigable. If he reached 
the Antipodes, he would not get back. There are no 
Antipodes because the greater part of the earth is covered 
with water and because St. Augustine says so...Of the five 
zones only three are habitable. So many centuries after ~ 
the Creation, it is unlikely that anyone could find 
hitherto-unknown lands of any value.”’ 


IMAGINE COLUMBUS’ task in responding to these 
learned men. But he risked, he discovered and 
humankind took a leap forward. 


Someone once penned Seven Slogans of Failure. They 
are: We’re not ready for that. We’ve never done it that 
way before. We’re doing all right without it. We’ve tried 
it that way and it didn’t work. It will cost too much. 
That’s not our responsibility. It just won’t work. 


From the abstract thinkers reading this, the pastor 
would probably get support and the right to fail. Concrete 
thinkers will be relieved to know that an ecumenical 
church group in Portland, Oregon, is already operating 
the center I described and it’s working well.

need to set apart time for private, personal prayer. ‘Those 
who find an attraction to quiet, personal prayer, must 
recognize the need to rise above personal preferences to 
make time also for community prayer. 


While granting that balance is necessary in prayer, it 
must be insisted that liturgical prayer, especially -the 
Mass, is indispensable. The Mass is of higher value than 
any form of private prayer, not only because it proclaims 
the Word of God and celebrates the sacrament of the 
Eucharist, but also because it is the example and source of 
authentically Christian prayer. A person who neglects the 
Mass can easily wander into a type of prayer which is not 
in harmony with the teachings of Jesus Christ and the 
tradition of the Church. He runs the risk of becoming a 
maverick, one who is out of touch with sound doctrine 
and practice. Jesus manifests Himself as the Way, the 
Truth and the Life chiefly through the liturgy.

SAN DIEGO — Mercy Hospital will offer parenting 
and childbirth courses in September. 


‘‘Rarly Bird,’’ designed to acquaint expectant parents 

- with infant development, sexuality, nutrition and other 

aspects of pregnancy, will meet Sept. 6 from 7-9:30 p.m. 

in the Mercy Education Center. The course is 

recommended for parents during early pregnancy. There 
is a $10 fee. 


A ‘PREPARED Childbirth”’ class will begin an eight- 
week session Sept. 4. The course focuses on Lamaze 
relaxation and breathing techniques, the birthing 
experience and the role of the coach/father in the labor 
and birth process. The class’ cost is $35. Registration is 
suggested during the sixth month of pregnancy. 


For couples anticipating a Cesarean delivery, the class 
will meet one evening, Sept. 24, from 7-8:15 in Room 5A 
of the hospital’s Education Center. The cost is $5 and pre- 
registration is requested. 


For expectant parents who have completed a childbirth 
education series, a revised, shorter ‘‘Prepared Childbirth 
Refresher’? course will be offered. The class will 
emphasize Lamaze and the birth experience. It will meet 
once weekly for four sessions beginning Sept. 2 from 
7-9:15 p.m. in the Mercy Education Center. The course’s 
cost is $20. 


‘““BECOMING...A FAMILY”? is a class offered for 
new parents who wish to share the joys and concerns of 
childbirth with other new parents. Topics include basic 
infant care, infant growth and development, exercises for 
mother and baby and coping with parenthood. The class 
meets Tuesday mornings from 9:30-11:45 in Conference 
Room 1 of Mercy Clinic.

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Pope decries ‘anti-life’ mentality

BAMENDA, Cameroon (NC) — Pope John Paul II 
spoke against a “‘powerful anti-life mentality’? Aug. 12 
which he said is being spread from developed nations to 
the developing countries. 


The pope leveled his criticism during a Mass for 
families at Bamenda in northwest Cameroon. 


IN HIS HOMILY, the first in English on his 12-day 
African trip, the pope said the anti-life view is being 
“‘transmitted to the developing nations’’ as if it were the 
‘compulsory path to development and progress.” 


“Do not listen to ideologies which allow society or the 
state to take over rights and responsibilities which belong 
to families,’’ he said to the thousands of people at the 
open-air Mass at Bamenda’s airport. 


Pope John Paul told the crowd that the Church 
recognizes “‘the grave problems posed by population 
growth in some parts of the world.’’ It also recognizes 
“the difficult situations sometimes facing couples in the 
responsible transmission of life,’’ he said. 


THE POPE praised natural family planning programs 
run by the Catholic Church in Cameroon. 


“The good work being done by the Family Life 
Association of Cameroon at the parish, diocesan and 
provincial levels can also help many couples to live their 
sacramental union in fullness and harmony,’’ he said. 


The Mass was celebrated in the first English-speaking 
region the pope has stopped in on his moet 8-19, seven- 
country journey. 


THE NORTH West Province, of which Bamenda is 
the capital, was once part of a British-controlled territory.

VATICAN CITY (NC) Concerns about the 
relationship between Catholic universities and church 
authorities will be given ‘‘careful attention’’ in a coming 
pontifical document, the Vatican official who oversees 
Catholic education worldwide said recently. 


The document outlines ‘‘the current state of Catholic 
universities, the nature of the Catholic university, and its 
place both in the Church and in society,’’ said Cardinal 


William Wakefield Baum, prefect of the Vatican 
Congregation for Catholic Education. 
THE CARDINAL addressed the International 


Federation of Catholic Universities, meeting in Santo 
Domingo, Dominican Republic. His remarks were 
released Aug. 7 by his office at the Vatican. 


Cardinal Baum said the first draft of this document has 
been distributed to leaders in Catholic education around 
the world for their reactions. 


It also cites canon laws which ‘‘are considered 
indispensable for the realization and promotion of the 
very ‘raison d’etre’ of Catholic universities,’’ he said. 


BISHOPS MUST work to ensure that Catholic 
universities are faithful to the teachings of the Church, 
said the cardinal.

“‘WHILE ON the way we were singing hymns of 
penance, of sorrow, to remember the time that Christ was 
suffering,’’ he said. 


Although the walk was long “* many people never felt it 
because of the joy they had in them,”’ he said. 


Archbishop Paul Verdzekov of Bamenda told the pope 
that many people who had come to the Mass ‘‘could never 
be able to make the pilgrimage to the tombs of the apostles 
Peter and Paul.”’ 


“THEY ARE therefore immensely grateful to Your 
Holiness that through your pastoral visit, you have made 
it possible for them to make the pilgrimage to Rome in a 
different way,’’ said the African archbishop. 


Archbishop Verdzekov also praised lay workers in the 
region. He said the “‘local church owes very much to the 
generous cooperation of the laity.’’ 


A Cameroonian journalist familiar with the activities of 
the local church said the archbishop is a strong supporter 
of church teaching on family life. 


POPE JOHN Paul quoted from a 1982 letter the 
archbishop sent to his priests which emphasized ‘‘our 
duty and grave obligation to proclaim the integral 
teaching of the Church on responsible parenthood.”’ 


““The Church wishes to collaborate with all those whose 
task it is to formulate and implement family policy,’’ the 
pope said in his homily. He urged Africa’s civil 
authorities to implement the Holy See’s Charter of the 
Rights of the Family which was ‘‘drawn up on the basis of 
the fundamental rights inherent in the family as a natural 
and universal society.” 


The North West Province’s one million population is 
17 percent Catholic. The majority, more than 55 percent, 
is animist, the term for traditional African religions. The 
remainder is divided between Protestants, 20 percent, 
and Moslems, about seven percent. 


AFTER LEAVING Bamenda, the pope was scheduled 


to meet with diplomats and Protestant leaders in 
Yaounde, Cameroon’s capital.

“The responsibility of the bishops is not simply 
confined to the promotion and direction of pastoral 


ministry within these universities,’’ he said. ‘The 
bishops have specific rights from which arise 
corresponding duties concerning the Catholic 
university.’” 


The cardinal said Catholic universities are subject to 
the authority of the Church by their definition and 
mission. 


“INSOFAR AS it is Catholic,’ he said, ‘‘the 
university is not just a private enterprise depending upon 
a certain group of Catholics, or a religious family, or a 
diocese, but it is rather an ecclesial entity.”’ 


He said the Church determines that a university is 
“‘Catholic’’ and that it is ‘‘in this ecclesiological context’’ 
that ‘“‘the true relationship of the Catholic university to 
ecclesiastical authority should be seen.”’ 


In his address, Cardinal Baum also said Catholic 
universities must confront ‘‘the crass materialism and 
widespread degeneracy in modern society’’ which ‘‘leads 
some young people to choose selfishness and egoism, or to 
seek refuge”’ in alienation or in forms of self-destruction.

SAN DIEGO — ‘‘Mommy, what are 
we walking on this walk for?’’ 


I put my hand over my eyes to block 
the evening sun and my eyes focused on 
the inquisitive face of a small boy in a big 
world. 


HE WAS holding his mother’s hand as 
they left the corner of Sixth and Laurel 
streets in Balboa Park at the start of the 
Aug. 6 MEND (Mothers Embracing 
Nuclear Disarmament) Walk for Peace. 
The two were among an estimated 10,000 
people who had gathered on the 40th 
anniversary of the Hiroshima bombing to 
walk and rally for an end to the nuclear 
arms race. 


Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, chancellor of the 
diocese and pastor of Mission San Diego 
de Alcala parish, and Msgr. Francisco 
Aldasoro, pastor of San Ysidro’s Our 
Lady of Mt. Carmel parish, were among 
a group of clergy representing the San 
Diego Ecumenical Conference at the 
rally. 

In’ April, 1985, Linda Smith formed 
Mothers Embracing Nuclear 
Disarmament. Following in the footsteps 
of the founders of Mothers Against Brunk 
Driving (MADD), Smith knew she had a 
powerful weapon in the organization’s 
name and in parents’ instincts to protect 
their children. The MEND Walk for 
Peace began a nationwide campaign by 
MEND to increase public support for 
immediate multilateral disarmament and 
the eventual elimination of all nuclear 
weapons. 


WORLD PEACE achieved by 
reversing the arms race is perhaps a grand 
vision, but the world’s destruction is a 
horrible nightmare in comparison, one 
speaker said. MEND rally participants 
were challenged with the choice of which 
reality to leave their children. The world’s 
future, mired in political controversy, 
depends on solutions rooted in theology, 


Pe 
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another speaker added. 


Seven representatives of the San Diego 
Ecumenical Council presented 
invocations at the rally, which were held 
after the crowd took a short, 
demonstrative walk north from Sixth and 
Laurel. The group filed into Cypress 
Grove’and spread themselves out on the 
lawn, eventually quieting each other as 
the rally began. 


Msgr. Eagen’s prayer opened the rally. 
He emphasized the Catholic commitment 
to world peace by repeating the prayer of 
St. Francis. Msgr. Aldasoro offered a 
prayer in Spanish, underlining the fact 
that nuclear weapons are a_ global 
dilemma. 


ALSO PRESENTING invocations 
were representatives from the Ecumenical 
Council’s other member religious groups, 
including Rabbi Mike Sternfield, who 
urged his listeners not to forget the 
terrible lessons learned through the 
tragedy of World War II, but to 
remember history while committing 
oneself wholeheartedly to the future. 


Among other guests invited to speak at 
the rally was comedian Robin Williams, 
whose attempts at nuclear comedy left a 
lasting impression that it is not a laughing 
matter. 


Retired Rear Admiral Eugene J. 
Carroll, Jr., deputy director of the Center 
for Defense Information in Washington, 
D.C., followed Williams’ performance by 
pointing out that rapid proliferation of 
nuclear weapons by the superpowers is 
not a deterrent to war, as has been widely 
theorized by proponets of the buildup. 


‘‘NUCLEAR WEAPONS serve no ra- 
tional purpose,’’ Carroll said. ‘“‘The most 
accurate description of the U.S.-Soviet 
nuclear relationship today is that both.are 
mutually inferior.’’ He talked about the 
Soviet Union’s recent commitment to 
stop nuclear testing until January 1986, 
and he urged people to contact their local 


mj a 


politicians and Reagan administration 
officials to demand U.S. cooperation in 
extending the test ban past next January. 


In spite of our fears about nuclear war, 
he said, we as a nation have allowed our 
government to build the world’s largest 
nuclear weapons arsenal. People must 
teach peace, he said, and pressure our 
leaders to accept rapid multilateral 
obliteration of nuclear weapons. In a 
quote attributed to Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, the admiral said, ‘‘If people 
want peace badly enough, governments 
will have to get out of the way and let 
them have it.”’ 


Between singing led by singer Melissa 
Manchester and the flashlight vigil which 
signaled the rally’s closing, Kaz Suyeishi, 
a survivor of the Hiroshima bombing, 
shared her memories of the tragic day. 


AS I walked through the rubble,”’ 
Suyeishi said, ‘‘I heard many children 


crying out ‘Mommy, Mommy!’ But their 
mommies were dead.”’ 


MEND WALK: child asks ‘what are we walking for?’ 


I remembered the impatient child’s 
question to his mother, which I had heard 
earlier. ‘“Mommy, what are we walking 
on this walk for? And where are we 
walking to?”’ 


I glanced at the boy’s mother and 
waited for her response. How does one 
explain to a five-year-old that he faces the 
continuous threat of nuclear annihilation 
during his lifetime? How does one explain 
the MEND belief that communities 
everywhere need to organize themselves 
now and wage a war of peace which will 
halt the machines of nuclear war forever? 
How do we teach children not to be 
frightened, but to refuse a legacy of self- 
destruction? MEND’s Walk for Peace 
tried to take us a step closer to reaching 
that goal. 


‘ FINALLY THE right answer came. 
“Baby, I'll tell you where we’re walking. 
We’re walking around the world,’’ the 
child’s mother said. 


HOPE FOR PEACE — Thousands of flashlights were raised in an expression of 
hope for peace and multilateral, verifiable nuclear disarmament.

The pope prays 
that international scientific meetings may ‘‘serve to fortify the bonds of reciprocal turst 
between peoples and nations,’’ the cardinal stated in a telegram sent to organizers of the 
fifth annual International Seminar on Nuclear War. The Vatican released the English text 
of the cardinal’s message Aug. 17.

Though unknown to Fray Junfpero 
Serra, several years prior to his death, 


Felipe de Neve declared that the 
California missions were the most 
recently established. Certainly that 


statement was an oblique tribute to the 
dynamic and zealous man who founded 
them. 


. A few years after the presidente’s demise, 

Pedro Fages stated that in all fairness he 
was forced to say that the condition of the 
missions was due to the indefatigable 
labors of the missionaries in California

pleased Serra. 


FAGES HAD earlier maintained that 
Serra was opposed to all the measures of 
government.

‘Adventure’ aids

NOTRE DAME, Ind. (NC) — 
Putting more adventure in family 
routines and showing compassion for the 
increasing number of single-parent 
households are lessons for American 
families and society to learn, said speakers 
at the 24th national convention of the 

Christian Family Movement. 


The convention, held every two years, 
took place Aug. 8-11 at St. Mary’s 
College at Notre Dame. In CFM, 
families meet regularly in small groups 
and emphasize the relationship between 
parent and child, husband and wife, 
family and parish, and family and 
community. 


‘““THE SINGLE-PARENT family is a 


reality,’’ Chicago consultant Bettye 
Lechner told the 800 convention 
participants.

She said 
four in 10 first marriages now end in 
divorce and 58 percent of marriages that 
begin with children already on the scene 
do not succeed. 


The challenge for society is to adjust to 
these changes without condoning divorce, 
she said. Too many people stay away 
from single-parent families because they 
feel uncomfortable, she added, but 
Christians should provide emotional 
support and materials as soon as help is 
needed.

He said an 
affair or divorce crisis offers the greatest 
potential for growth in a marriage if 
couples are willing to seek good 
counseling instead of a lawyer.

_ IN HIS DIARY of 1769, Costanso 
states that neither Serra’s advanced years 
nor the extreme hardships of journeys 
could restrain the ardent zeal that 
animated him for the conversion of the 
natives.

Font described Serra as a ‘‘holy man,’’ a

Viceroy Antonio Bucareli frequently 
praised Serra for his zeal, fervor, industry 
and ‘“‘forgiving spirit.’? Fray Fermin 
Francisco de Lasuén, despite his 
differences with Serra, thought of him as 
a ‘‘holy man’’ and a most exemplary 
superior. He stated that ‘‘wherever 
(Serra) was and wherever he went he was 
considered a man of exemplary virtue.”’ 


FRAY JUAN Sancho who knew Serra 
in Mallorca and in Baja California and 
who became his superior, tells us that 
Serra was considered ‘‘a holy man and his 
actions those of an apostle.’’ He added 
that such was the general opinion of those 


who knew Serra since he had arrived in 
the New World in 1750. 


Fray Juan Gregorio Campos stated 
that he ‘‘had the good fortune of knowing 
and dealing with the Venerable Father 
and certainly in his appearance and 
comportment one could note the most 
exact observance of the Seraphic Rule, 
the most continuous mortification uf his 
soul, the most humble wisdom, the ardent 
zeal for the conversion of pagans and the 
moral reformation of Christians.’’ 


Fray Pablo Mugartegui, who 
accompanied Serra to California in 1774 
and who later labored under him in 
California for 10 years, declared that 
Serra was ‘‘beloved of God and man.”’ 


AFTER SERRA died, people 


considering him a saint, prayed to him for 
favors. Hundreds are doing that today. 
One could hardly call this a conspiracy. 
The testimony of holiness cannot be 
contained.

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STOCKTON (NC) — After a visit to the Peace Park 
in Hiroshima, Japan, questions of ‘‘how’’ and ‘‘why”’ the 
atomic bomb was dropped on that city in World War II 
become irrelevant, according to Archbishop Roger 
Mahony. 

Archbishop Mahony, bishop of Stockton who is to be 
installed as archbishop of Los Angeles Sept. 5, 
represented the National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
at ceremonies in Hiroshima commemorating victims of 
the Aug. 6, 1945, bombing. A second bomb hit Nagasaki 
three days later. 


‘““ONCE YOU stand in the Peace Park, once you sense 
the history of what happened there, many other questions 
seem irrelevant,’’ the archbishop said in a written report 
after his visit. 


“Questions such as ‘how necessary were these two 
bombings?’ ‘whose fault was it?’ ‘why did this occur over 
a populated city?’ seem to fade away as not important. 
The only issue that remains fixed in your soul is that it 
must never happen again, and that all nuclear weapons 
need to be dismantled at once and their horror confined to 
past history,’ he wrote. ‘‘The folly of man’s wars reached 
a new low on Aug. 6, 1945.” 


The archbishop said he was also impressed by the 
children of Japan, America and other nations 
participating in the peace ceremonies in Hiroshima. 
‘“Maybe we, the human community, can learn the lessons 
of peace from God’s children — before it is too late,’’ he 
said. 


“AS THOUSANDS of pilgrims converged on 
Hiroshima the afternoon of Aug. 5, the vigil of the 40th 
anniversary of the first nuclear explosion over human 
beings, I was captivated by the faces of the children who 
gathered there,”’ he said. ‘“Their faces told the story in 
that universal’ language of joy, of innocence, of hopeful 
longing, of peace.’ 

Catholic memorial services began with an evening 
Mass concelebrated by Bishop Joseph Misue of 
Hiroshima, eight other Japanese bishops and himself at 
the Hiroshima Peace Cathedral, Archbishop Mahony 
wrote. : 


“‘It was a most memorable and moving liturgy, with a 
beautiful sung Mass,’’ he said. ‘‘The packed cathedral 
was highlighted once more by many children — children 
praying and singing for a peaceful tomorrow.”’ 


MASS WAS followed by a procession to the Peace 
Park, with hundreds of participants praying and singing 
en route, the archbishop stated. 

At the park, the procession halted at the statue of 
Sadako, a small girl burned by the bomb who thought she 
might be cured if she made a string of 1,000 paper cranes. 
She died before completing the paper birds, but children 
throughout the world have made them in her honor as 
symbols of their own desires for peace, health and 
happiness. 


Archbishop Mahony said that the next day he saw park 
attendants taking paper birds from a box and stringing 
them in the park. “‘I happened to notice the return 
address on the box: ‘Del Roble School, San Jose, 
Calif.,’ ’’ he said. 


“‘I WAS filled with pride knowing that children in 
northern California were sharing in their own personal 
way to help bring peace to the world. When I returned to 
Stockton I sent a note to the Del Roble schoolchildren to 
let them know that their paper cranes had, indeed, 
arrived at Peace Park.”’ 


On Aug. 6, Buddhist and Shinto priests and the 
Catholic bishop of Hiroshima all offered flowers and 
prayers at the altar in Peace Park. “‘It was remarkable 
that the Catholic bishop was chosen to represent officially 
the Christian communities in Japan,’ Archbishop 
Mahony said. ‘“‘It was then my privilege to present a 
bouquet of fresh flowers on that same altar in the name of 
the Catholics of the United States.” 


Lay people then placed their bouquets on the altar, he 
added. ‘‘It was remarkable to witness this continuous 
stream of peoples from both Hiroshima and from around 
the world bring their prayers for peace to God.”’

elimination of all such weapons’’ was held at night, the 
archbishop wrote. 

Visiting the Peace Museum — which displays ‘‘grim 
photographs...and many examples of images etched into 
stone, wood and iron through the radiation blast’’ of the 
bomb — he found more children. 


Male Religious leaders warned of ‘major shift’ in thinking

NEW YORK (NC) — Heads of male religious orders 
were warned Aug. 11 of a ‘‘major shift’’ in the way their 
members think and ‘‘a measure of uncertainty’’ about the 
future. 
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How to deal with change was a key focus as the 
Conference of Major Superiors of Men gathered in New 
York Aug. 11-15. The theme of this year’s assembly was 
‘‘The Challenges to Religious Leadership from a 
Changing U-S. Society and U.S. Church.”’ 


IN A WRITTEN president’s report, Oblate Father 
Ronald Carignan said a working paper recently prepared 
for the Fifth Inter-American Conference of Major 
Superiors ‘‘develops the assertion that there is a major 
shift in consciousness presently under way among U.S. 
men Religious.’’ He did not spell out details but said the 
study indicates that the behavior of Religious is being 
formed by ‘‘new values.”’ 


Father Carignan urged that the Vatican-formed 
commission of bishops headed by Archbishop John Quinn 
of San Francisco, which is studying U.S. religious life, 
carry out further research to help religious orders deal 
with the challenges they face. 


His report also noted changes within the CMSM office 
in Silver Spring, Md., including the employment of a 
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new: executive director, Father Roland Faley, former 
minister general of the world’s Third Order Regular 
Franciscans. 


DELIVERING THE keynote address at the opening 
session Aug. 11, Father Faley said a survey of CMSM 
members found ‘‘a measure of uncertainty and some 
concern’’ about changes taking place in the religious life. 
Members are grateful for much of the change since the 
Second Vatican Council, he said, but they are also 
asking, ‘‘Have we perhaps lost, or at least lost sight of, 
basic values that cannot be sacrificed? 


“‘And so the haunting thought must come to evéry 
superior in those moments’ of welcome and deserved 
respite: Where is it all headed? And how do I help my 
confreres get there?’’ 


Father Faley said these questions had brought a 
‘‘striking crescendo of voices within our membership 
asking that we address quite clearly and specifically the 
needs of leadership — within the religious institute, part 
of a changing church in an evolving U.S. society.”’ 


THE CMSM,, founded in 1956, has a membership of 
267 U.S. religious superiors, who are leaders of about 
30,000 priests and brothers. 


Some 200 members or invited observers, including 
Cardinal Jean Jerome Hamer, head of the Vatican 
Congregation for Religious and Secular Institutes, 
attended the opening session. 
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LOS ANGELES (NC) — Retiring Cardinal Timothy 
Manning expressed his gratitude to all who have helped 
him and asked forgiveness from those he has hurt in his 
years as archbishop of Los Angeles. :

“Through human frailty there has been many a hurt, 
known and unknown. For these, I ask forgiveness and a 
remembrance only of my remorse and my regrets,’” he 
said. 


Cardinal Manning’s resignation was announced. July 
16. His replacement, Archbishop Roger Mahony, is to be 
installed Sept. 5.

Hispanic Catholics ‘must accept church ownership’

WASHINGTON (NC) — Hispanic Catholics must 
accept ‘‘ownership of the church,’’ declared Hispanic 
migrant workers and professionals, bishops and high 
school students, homemakers and a labor leader who 
participated in Third National Hispanic Pastoral 
Encuentro. 


More than 1,200 delegates attended the national 
meeting at The Catholic University of America Aug. 
15-18. They represented the 25,000 Hispanics from 133 
dioceses throughout the country who for two years took 
part in small-group discussions nationwide to prepare for 
the meeting. 

THE LONG list of ‘‘commitment”’ guidelines dealing 
with the issues of evangelization, integral education, 
social justice, youth and leadership that resulted from the 
conference defines ‘‘church ownership.’’ Each guideline 
begins with the words, ‘‘We the Hispanic people,’’ and is 
a task to be completed by the people, rather than a 
demand directed toward the clergy or church hierarchy. 


The encuentro process “‘has given all the participants a 


personal experience of being church. We become owners _ 


of the church. We want to take care of our church, 
‘nuestra iglesia.’ We want to be responsible for our 
church,’’ said Archbishop Patricio Flores of San Antonio, 
Texas, who gave the homily at the closing liturgy in the 
National Shrine of the Immaculate Conception Aug. 18. 
Cesar Chavez, nationally known farm labor organizer, 
called the encuentro ‘‘a marvelous first step’’ saying that 
‘‘when the people feel it’s theirs...the church, unions, 
whatever...that’s when the dynamic takes place.”’ 
CHAVEZ WAS one of the many delegates who met in 
small and large groups, modeling and _ revising 


recommendations before voting upon them. 


Spirits were high at the national meeting as participants 
sang, danced, played the guitar and formed friendships 
with delegates from other parts of the country. Many 
dressed in colorful clothing typical of the Latin American 
nations from which they or their ancestors came. 


‘‘Hispanic People: Prophetic Voice’’ was the theme of 
the third encuentro. Previous encuentros were held in 


1972 and 1977. 


SINCE THE Second Vatican Council, ‘‘We no longer 
belong to the church; we are the church,’’ stated 
Archbishop Roberto Sanchez of Santa Fe, N.M. Until 
recently, he said, Hispanic Catholics “‘were passive and 
just listened. Now we are to be agents, missionaries and 
constructors of the church.”’ 


‘Tt is this sense of ownership by our Hispanic 
communities which causes me both excitement and great 
hope for the future,’’ said Archbishop Roger Mahony of 
Los Angeles. ‘‘Our Spanish-speaking brothers and sisters 
are awakening to the energy that is theirs through baptism 
and are eager to participate more actively than ever 
before.”’ 


Encuentro delegates voted.to support a series of nine 
‘prophetic pastoral lines’? as well as their list of 
‘“‘commitments.’’ The “‘prophetic pastoral lines’’ say that 
Hispanics choose the family as the core of pastoral 
ministry, make a ‘“‘preferential option’’ for the poor and 
the young, want a pastoral plan that responds to the daily 
concerns of the Hispanic people, wish to act as an 
evangelizing church, promote leadership, support 
integral education that is sensitive to cultural identity, 
promote and exemplify justice and value women in the 
family, church and society. 


THE DELEGATES’ ‘‘commitments’’ include a 
pledge to continue to promote ‘‘Christian base 
communities,’’ support the creation of pastoral centers 
for leadership training, become involved. in parent- 
teacher associations and on school boards, support the 
rights of every worker with or without legal residency 
papers to receive a just salary, and help the efforts of the 
U.S. bishops on behalf of immigrants and the 
undocumented. 


In addition, the delegates committed themselves to 
request that the media denounce violence to the family, 
youth, women, undocumented workers, migrants, 
refugees, farmworkers, factory employees and. those in 
jail; advocate the “‘renewal of the traditional parish in 
order that it be open and effectively multicultural’’; create 
a national office for Hispanic youth ministry; and 


participate in planning and decision-making at all levels 
of church life. 


Asked during a press conference if the delegates needed 
to deal with so many ‘“‘political’’ issues, Archbishop 
Mahony responded that the third encuentro participants 
‘‘obviously have to relate their faith lives and the life of 
Christ to reality.”’ 


THE ISSUES, he added, are ‘‘not necessarily 
political. We are touching on real issues that affect real 
people’s lives. The Gospel has to do that.’’ 


In their final assembly on Sunday, Cardinal Bernard 
Law of Boston told the delegates that the greatest gift 
Hispanics can offer to the North American church is their 
“‘testimony of how the Catholic faith can penetrate a 
culture — opening it to the presence of the kingdom of 
God.”’ 


While agreeing with Cardinal Law that the Hispanic 
people have accomplished much in recent years, 
Archbishop Flores pointed out in his homily Sunday that 
there is much left to do. 


‘““WHILE MOST of us here are well and strong, we 
know that many of our brothers and sisters are still. 
weak,’’ Archbishop Flores said, citing the poor, 
oppressed and persecuted. 


The fear that the recommendations surfacing at the 
third encuentro would not be acted upon, but instead 
gather dust in libraries, prompted discussion. at the 
conference. The delegates suggested coordination of 
teams to promote and implement the recommendations, 
periodic evaluations, continued formation of base 
Christian communities and the development of 
workshops. : 


These Hispanics not yet involved in the encuentro 
process should be contacted, the delegates said in another 
list of recommendations. They advocate publicity of the 
third encuentro at colleges and in parish-sponsored 
spiritual renewal programs, organization of a ‘‘Sunday of 
the Tercer (Third) Encuentro,’’ and planning a national 
encuentro every five years.

Nat’! committee to stress 
scouting as youth ministry 


FORT A.P. HILL, Va. (NC) — The National 
Catholic Committee on Scouting has announced plans to 
emphasize scouting as a means of youth ministry for the 
next two: years. 


Josef F. Kessler, a Boy Scouts’ official and adviser to 
the Catholic scouting committee, announced the effort for 
1986 and 1987 as 32,000 Scouts from the 50 states and 33 
foreign countries took part in the Boy Scouts’ 11th 
National Jamboree held at Fort A.P. Hill July 24-30. 


DURING THE jamboree, field Masses for Catholic 
Scouts were celebrated by Archbishop James A. Hickey of 
Washington and Bishop Walter F. Sullivan of Richmond, 
Va., in whose diocese the jamboree took place. 


Father Gregory S. Weider of Albany; N.Y., was 
chaplain general at the jamboree and one of 22 priests 
who were the jamboree’s Catholic chaplains. 


Kessler said the program, which uses the theme of ‘‘A 
Way to Christian Leadership — Catch the Scouting 
Spirit,’’ has been endorsed by Bishop James W. Malone 
of Youngstown, Ohio, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


BISHOP MALONE in a letter assured chief Scout 
executive Ben H. Love of ‘‘continued implementation 
and strengthening of the plan of cooperation between the 
National Catholic Committee and the Boy Scouts of 
America.”’ 


Kessler said that under the new emphasis, “‘more 
parishes will be informed on the scouting program and 
how effective it can be when incorporated into a parish’s 
outreach for Christian leadership to its youth and 
families.’’ 


“Scouting feels a young man doesn’t have a well- 
rounded background unless he has a religion, so we’re 
working with the Church to furnish programs that will fit 
a religious nature,’’ said Marvin Smith, national 
chairman of the program. 


WITH OVER 600,000 Catholic youth in packs, troops 
and other Scout-chartered organizations under Catholic 
auspices, more parishes will be informed how effective 
scouting can be when incorporated into a parish’s 
outreach for Christian leadership, Kessler said.

Pope tells campers. 
about need for God

CASTELGANDOLEFO, Italy (NC) — Pope John Paul 
II urged a group of young campers to realize their need 
for God after celebrating a Mass for them July 23 at 
Castelgandolfo, the papal summer residence. 

‘“‘Man without God cannot understand himself, nor 
can he become all he is to be,’’ the pope said. 


THE CAMPERS came from throughout Italy to a 


nearby shrine for an eight-day retreat focusing on the role ° 


of the Blessed Virgin as the harmonizer of human and 
divine love. 


‘Today, in the modern world, Christians have a need 
for certainty, consistency and courage,” the pope said 
before the Mass. During the liturgy he urged the youths 
to pray to the Lord and the Blessed Virgin for these 
virtues. 


Pope John Paul, who frequently meets with groups of 
youths during his stay at the papal villa in the Alban hills, 
has shown particular interest in young people, especially 
throughout the.past year. On March 31, for example, he 
issued an apostolic letter to the youth of the world to 
commemorate the end of the International Youth Year. 
On the same day, he met with more than 200,000 youth 
in St. Peter’s Square to mark the Vatican’s International 
Celebration of Young People. 


THE POPE’S interest in youth is cited in the 
introduction to The Holy Father Speaks to Youth 
1980-1985, written by Cardinal Eduardo Pironio, 
president of the Pontifical Council for the Laity. The 
publication, recently released by the Vatican, is a 
compilation of excerpts of papal speeches. 


“‘Not a major feast day of the Church (Christmas or 
Easter), not a summer holiday at Castelgandolfo, goes by 
without the pope spending long hours listening to the 
young, singing with them and responding to their 
anxieties,’” Cardinal Pironio wrote in the introduction. 


“Tt is clear that the pope is at his ease among young 
people, that he gets on well with them and that he has 
confidence in them,”’ the cardinal wrote. 


CARDINAL PIRONIO said that when the pope 
speaks of the future role of young people in the Church he 
is speaking ‘‘from the depths of his heart.’’ He noted that 
the pope’s messages to young people span the Gospel but 
said that certain themes recur ‘‘with significant 
frequency.” 


These themes, he said, include “‘the idea that the future 
of humanity depends on the young’”’ and that “‘the peace 
of the world lies in their hands and their hearts.” 


He said another theme is that it is ‘‘urgent and 
necessary’ for the young ‘‘to give account to the world 
for the hope that is in them.”’ 


THE 263-PAGE book is divided into three sections 
and includes excerpts from papal speeches on such topics 
as military service, parents, understanding Christ, justice 
and peace.

WASHINGTON (NC) — Only a handful of the 150 
decisions handed down by the U.S. Supreme Court in its 
recently ended term involved church-state issues. But 
those that did drew lots of attention. 

And one of the things the court proved is that 
predicting its rulings is iffy at best. 

IN 1984, critics who thought the court had been 


leaning too heavily on the side of absolutist, strict 
separation of church. and state got a measure of

encouragement when the court approved the 
constitutionality of a city-sponsored nativity scene in 
Pawtucket, R.I. : 


As it explained in that ruling, the court regarded 
complete separation as undesirable and unfeasible. ‘‘Nor 
does the Constitution require complete separation of 
church and state; it affirmatively mandates 
accommodation, not merely tolerance, of all religions and 


forbids hostility toward any,’’ the majority 5-4 decision 
stated.

This year, things were a little different. 
AMONG THE highlights: 


© July 1, the court struck down educational programs 
in Grand Rapids, Mich., and New York City allowing 
public school teachers to teach remedial and other special 
classes in Catholic and other religious and private schools. 
Such programs violate the Constitution’s ban on 
establishment of religion, the court determined by twin 
5-4 votes. 


e June 27, the court scrapped a Connecticut law 
stipulating that no employee could be forced to work on 
the day he or she observes as the Sabbath. Ruling 8-1, the 
court found the law went too far and promoted 
government establishment of religion. 


e June 4, ruling 6-3, the court struck down an 
Alabama law specifying a public school moment of silence 
to be used ‘‘for meditation or voluntary prayer.’’ The 
court indicated it had no problem with mere moment of 
silence laws that do not call for prayer. 


e April 23, the court decided unanimously that so- 
called volunteers staffing enterprises of the Tony and 
Susan Alamo Foundation must be covered by the federal 
labor laws and that the record-keeping required does not 
violate religious freedom. 


The justices pondered another nativity scene case as 
well. March 27, they voted 4-4 that Scarsdale, N.Y., 
should make available public land for a private nativity 
scene. However, the split, no-majority ruling was issued 
without a written opinion and set no legal precedent. 


The rulings on the teacher-sharing programs and, to a 
somewhat lesser extent, the Alabama ruling, provoked 
rejoinders from Catholics and other Christians who 
disagreed. The U.S. Catholic Conference had issued 
friend-of-the-court briefs in both the Michigan and New 
York City school cases and regarded the court’s rulings as 
saddening, surprising and deterimental to schoolchildren. 


CRITICS ALSO expressed fears the court was 
displaying bias against religion or religious institutions 
and misinterpreting the Constitution to mean that 
government cannot be involved with religion at all, rather 


than that government cannot promote one religion over 
all others. 


Some groups, however, among them the American 
Civil Liberties Union and Americans United for 
Separation of Church and State — which is directed by a 
Baptist minister — praised the court’s rulings as ensuring 
religious liberty by protecting church-state separation. 


The ACLU said, ‘‘In a world beset by religious 
fanaticism, the court’s refusal to bend the constitutional 
rules to permit the state to advance religion is a welcome 
exercise in true conservatism.”’

“ES DEPLORABLE ver que un sistema de 
segregacién racial aun sigue manteniendose,’’ dijo el 
Papa el 12 de agosto en un discurso al Presidente de 
Camerun, Paul Biya, y al Cuerpo Diplomatico en el pais, 
en Yaounde. 


“A traves de una severa represién, esté creando ya 
muchas victimas y trampas a un derecho humano 
elemental,’’ dijo. 


El dia anterior, el Papa Juan Pablo II hablo de la 
segregacién racial en afirmaciones no programadas al 
final de su bendicidén del Angelus, en Yaounde.

EI reto de tener mas

Les hispanos de hoy anhelan la evangelizacidn. En todo 
el pais muchos quieren y piden ser ministros ldicos. En la 
Didcesis de Brownsville, Texas, miles se han ofrecido 
voluntariamente para ello. Aunque menos del 3 por 
ciento del total de sacerdotes, Hermanas y Hermanos en 
los Estados Unidos son hispanos, quienes trabajan con las 
juventudes latinas insisten en que las vocaciones existen 
alli. Cerca de 800 hispanos han sido ordenados como 
didconos permanentes. 


Sin embargo, segtin muchos agentes pastorales, los 
hispanos se sienten cada vez mds frustrados en su deseo de 
no ser meros objetos de la evangelizacidn. 


EL PADRE Rutilio del Riego, que ha realizado varios 
estudios sobre las vocaciones, dijo que los hispanos en los 
seminarios protestantes superan a los que estén en 
seminarios catdlicos de 5 a 1. Incorporar a mds hispanos 
en el ministerio es uno de los principales retos y deberes 
de la Iglesia. 


E] Obispo Lawrence Welsh, presidente del Comité 
Nacional de la Jeraarquia para Vocaciones, dijo: 
“Cuando uno ve el alto porcentaje de hispanos en la 
nacién y el pequefio nuimero de sacerdotes hispanos, 
siente una gran preocupacion.’’ En la Diocesis de San 
José, donde por lo menos la mitad de los catdlicos son 
hispanos, sdlo hay un pdarroco hispano. 


Se estan haciendo esfuerzos especiales por incrementar 
las vocaciones. El Arzobispo Patricio Flores de San 
Antonio, ha conquistado a cerca de 20 jévenes de México 
que han sido ordenados para servir en los EE.UU. 


SEMINARIOS TALES como el St. Meinrad en 
Indiana, St. Thomas en. Denver y The Josephinum en Ohio, 
tienen programas especiales para el ministerio hispano. 
Con el fin de no sacar a los estudiantes del ambiente 
familiar, el sacerdote de la Palabra Divina, Gary Riebe, 
fundé la Casa Guadalupe en un barrio hispano de Los 
Angeles. Es una hogar de formacién donde los jévenes 
interesados en el sacerdocio viven y trabajan mientras 
asisten a la universidad. 


A pesar de todos estos extraordinarios esfuerzos, el 
numero de sacerdotes hispanos nacidos en los EE.UU. no 
aumenta, 


Se aducen muchas razones para esta poca inclinacion 
hispana al sacerdocio y a la vida religiosa. Quizd la mds 
importante causa sea que los hispanos no tienen aquf una 
tradicién sacerdotal. 


CUANDO LA Iglesia de los EE.UU. se hizo cargo de 
la administracidn espiritual del sudoeste, recibido de 
México a mediados del Siglo XIX, los nuevos pastores 
encontraron el estado de la fe en una situacion deplorable. 
Durante varias generaciones, se juzgé que la poblacidn 
estaba muy mal evangelizada, como para ser capaz de 
generar vocaciones. Y asf, los obispos misioneros de 
Francia, de Alemania y finalmente de Irlanda se sent{an 
mas cémodos trayendo sacerdotes de Europa. 


Cuando se establecieron seminarios 100 afios después, 
los hispanos no fueron invitados a entrar en’ ellos. El 
Padre Patil Baca de Alburquerque, N.M.., recordé en una 
conferencia durante el Primer Encuentro (1972), que 
cuando él era didcono en el seminario de St. Thomas en 
Denver, el arzobispo les dijo a los estudiantes en ocasién 
de una visita: ‘‘La razén por la cual no tengo seminaristas 
mexicanos, es porque ellos no llenan mis requisitos.”’ 


vocaciones hispanas 


Los hispanos hasta hace poco tenfan la impresidn de 
que el sacerdocio no era para ellos. Muchos de ellos nunca 
han visto un sacerdote hispano. ‘‘Yo creci con la idea de 
que para ser sacerdote habfa que ser irlandés, porque 
estos eran los Unicos sacerdotes que conocf,’’ dijo Héctor 
Madrigal, un seminarista de Brownsville que ahora 
estudia teologfa en el seminario de St. Meinrad. 


MARTIN CUELLAR, de Falfurrias, Texas, que 
también hace su teologfa en St. Meinrad, subraya cémo es 
importante que quienes realizan las entrevistas en los 
seminarios sean hispanos. ‘‘Ellos piensan como nosotros, 
usan nuestro propio lenguaje, comparten emociones, 
establecen contacto, sienten las vibraciones del otro.’’ 


El Arzobispo Roberto Sdnchez, de Santa Fe, N.M., 
dijo que los obispos hispanos juegan un papel muy 
importante en este sentido. ‘‘Nosotros somos el modelo 
de comportamiento que muestre a nuestros j6venes c6mo 
el sacerdocio es también para ellos y cémo estamos 
tratando de establecer un ambiente de sensibilidad 
cultural en nuestros seminarios.’’ 


Las vocaciones sacerdotales hispanas han aumentado 
muy lentamente. En 1925, segtin informes del Centro 
Cultural México-Americano, solamente el 1.1 por ciento 
de los sacerdotes en los EE.UU. eran hispanos. En el 


siguiente medio siglo aumentaron sdlo el 2.5, gracias _ 


principalmente a misioneros que vinieron de Espajia y a 
emigrantes de América Latina. 


DE LOS 1,500 sacerdotes hispanos en el pafs, sdlo 185 
son hoy nativos de los EE.UU. (mientras en 1970 eran 
200). En una de las numerosas charlas sobre vocaciones el_ 
Arzobispo Flores dijo: ‘‘Las vocaciones estan mejor que 
antes, pero en términos de necesidades son apenas una 
gota en un balde.’’ 


Sin embargo, las noticias no son todas malas. El Padre 
Juan Romero, de Los Angeles, coordinador nacional del 
III Encuentro, dijo que en una encuesta hecha en los dos 
Ultimos afios para culminar con la asamblea de agosto, 
aparece cdmo el 45 por ciento de los seminaristas que 
estudian secundaria en Los Angeles, son hispanos. 


En Chicago, 24.8 de los estudiantes en el seminario 
preparatorio de Quigley South y el 33 por ciento de los de 
Quigley North son hispanos. Hay 269 estudiantes latinos en 
amibos seminarios. Y lo mejor, dijo el Padre John Klein, 
rector de Quigley South, es que el porcentaje hispano en el 
seminario a nivel universitario (40) es el doble del 
porcentaje no-hispano (20). 


MUCHOS INSISTEN en que las vocaciones existen y 
sdlo esperan ser alentadas. La Hermana Veronica 
Mendez que participa en muchos retiros para jovenes en 
la Arquidiocesis de Nueva York, dijo que ha encontrado — 
numerosos casos de vocacidn entusiasta. 


Pero muchos de esos candidatos potenciales necesitan 
algo mds que la voz de aliento. A muchos les falta 
educacién porque provienen de las escuelas pobres. 
Algunos, por ser inmigrantes, no saben el inglés. Otros, 
como antafo el joven Patricio Flores, han abandonado 
sus estudios. Si no hubiera sido por una hermana 
persistente y un obispo sabio que acepté a Flores después 
de haber sido rechazado por su parroco, no seria hoy el 
Arzobispo de San Antonio. 


“Yo creo que las vocaciones estén ahi presentes,”’ dijo 
el Obispo Welsh. ‘‘El Sefior nos lo ha prometido ‘Yo 
estaré con vosotros siempre’; no nos dejard huérfanos. 
Sdlo que tendremos que trabajar mds fuerte.’’

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Christian leaders to boycott 
‘offensive’ TV show sponsors 


TUPELO, Miss. — Nearly 1,000 
Christian leaders, representing 98 
denominations, pledged themselves to 
help promote a boycott of offending 
sponsors unless the networks change the 
moral content of their programing 
beginning this fall. 


NBC, ABC cited by 
decency federation 


TUPELO, Miss. — Apple Computer, 
S.C. Johnson, The Mennen Company 
and The Gillette Company are the top 
sponsors of sex, violence and profanity on 
prime-time television according to the 
most recent monitoring report from the 
National Federation for decency. 


Sponsors with the lowest scores 
included Black & Decker, Mars, Eastman 
Kodak and Ralston Purina: 


THE REPORT covered 1250 prime- 
time hours from Jan. 6 through May 18. 


The networks aired 4541 violence, 
3907 profanity and 4096 sex incidents 
during the monitoring period. Each hour, 
a total of 10.90 violence, 9.36 profanity 
and 9.82 sex incidents were aired. The 
report showed that 83 percent of all 
allusions to sexual intercourse were 
between people not married to each other. 


Programs with the highest sex, violence 
and profanity scores were Hail to the 
Chief (ABC), Mike Hammer (CBS), 
A-Team (NBC), T.J. Hooker (ABC), and 
Fall Guy (ABC). 


PROGRAMS WITH. the lowest scores 
were ABC Sports, CBS Sports, Cosby 
Show (NBC), Ripley’s Believe It Or Not 
(ABC) and Punky Brewster. 


NBC was the top violence-oriented 
network, while ABC was the top 
profanity and sex-oriented network.

The group includes the heads of 67 
denominations, nearly 200 Christian 
broadcasters and more than 100 bishops 
of the United Methodist, Catholic, Greek 
Orthodox, Lutheran Church in America, 
Episcopal and American Lutheran 
churches as well as the executive directors 
of 16 Southern Baptist state conventions. 


THE NETWORKS, advertisers and 
producers were notified of the group’s 
concern. 


Group members signed a ‘‘Statement 
of Concern Regarding Network 
Television.’”’ The statement expresses 
concern with the immoral sex, gratuitous 
violence and profanity of network 
programs. The anti-Christian bias in 
many programs was also noted in the 
statement. 


“‘We call upon those responsible to 
hear our valid and visible concerns, and 
to react positively,”’ the statement says. It 
asks those responsible to show evidence of 
hearing their concern by ‘‘changing the 
moral content of programs to visibly 
reflect the pluralistic and realistic nature 
of our society, including an accurate 
portrayal of the Judeo-Christian moral 
value system, beginning with the fall 1985 
schedule.”’ 


IF THE networks refuse, the groups is 
prepared to use its ‘‘collective and 
individual influence to promote a well- 
organized boycott of advertisers’ products 
supporting the offending programs.”’ 


A copy of the statement was sent to the 
networks last June. Thus far the networks 
have not responded to the group’s 
concerns. 


“This is what we expected. The 
networks have indicated, by their 
programing and their attitude, a 
contempt for the concerns of the Christian 
community,’’ said Donald Wildmon, a 
United Methodist minister who heads the 
National Federation for Decency and 
served as statement coordinator.
